Mr, Louis Tracy, the well-known 
author and journalist, whose death 
at his home, Dunholme, Sellinge, 
near Ashford, Kent, occurred re- 
cently ‘ was for many years a con- 
tributor to London papers. ; 

He entered the profession of 
journalism in 1884, at the ago of 
21, by joining the staff. of the 
“Northern ‘Echo” at Darlington. 
After gaining experience there and 
at Cardiff, followed by four years in 
‘India, he came to London and ac- 
quired an interest in the “Evening 
News,” with the late Lord North- 
cliffé and others, in 1894, 
In 1898 he published his first 
novel, “The Final War,” and from 
that time onwards his output of 
fiction was continuous and rapid.
